BLAZE REACHES ORPHEUM 
BUT IS STOPPED THERE 


Whisties Give People of Atlanta 
First Intimation of Fire—Rain 
Falis Just After the Cuonfla- 
gration Was Under Good 
Headway. 


A serious fire broke out in the build- 
{ng occupied by the Atlanta Box Fac- 
tory, at the corner of Bartow street 
and the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
last night at 1! o'clock, spread to the 
United Paper Company, and seriously 
threatened the Orpheum theater and the 
furniture company of Ford & Johnson. 

The damage is estimated at $50,000, 
the Atlanta Box Factory losing $15,000, 
and A. R. Morgan, grain storage, $2,- 
300. Ford & Johnson Co., Case Thresh-

Engines Start Whistling. 

The fire started about !! o'clock, just 
after Sergeant Foster, of the police de- 
had passed the buiidings on 
When ha had gone sev- 
looked back and saw 
dense clouds of smoke floating across 
Marietta street. Several engines on the 
railroad at once began to whistle shrilly, 
and the fire department answered. 

The fire had obtained considerable 
headway, and tn addition was fanned 
by a ‘strong ‘southwest bre‘tze, which 
had sprung up coincident-with the ap- 
pearance of the flames. A slight drizzle 
@iso Started about the same.time,. and. 
soon amounted to a steady downpour, 
and it aided in putting an end to the 
flames. 3 

When the department got down to 
work the flames had enveloped the en- 
building occupied by the Atlanta 
Box Factory, and the heat made a near 
approach to the scene almost impos- 
sible. The firemen did most of their 
fightine from behind the various brick 
buildings adjacent to those afire. Other-

protection offered by nearby walls, 
which were almost impenetrable, all ef- 
forts to reach the heart of the fire 
would have been of no avail. 

From the Atlanta Box Factory and 
the United Paper Company the fire 
rapidly spread toward the Orpheum the- 
ater, and @ more serious fire was threat- 
ened. The fact that the windows had 
recently been bricked up was responsi- 
bie for the safety to the bullding. 
wind blew the flames against the Or- 
pheum and caused the window casing on 
tne outeide to be burned out. Three 
streams of water played on the fire from 
the building. There was practically no 
damage, with the exception of wet 
scenery and the outside casings. Jack 
Mashburn, property man at the Or- 
nheum, lead a foree of stagé employees 
into the Orpheum after forcing an en- 
trance, and finally got the scenery out 
of the way. 

Freight Cars Destroyed. 

A line of freight cars along the back 
of the burning buildings caught, and 
three or more cars were destroyed. 
Others over a hundred yards away were 
Pulled away by switch engines just in 
time for safety. 

All the while the fire wag in progress 
a fire wall separating the Atlanta Rox 
Factory and the Fort & Johnson Fur- 
niture Co., prevented the entrance of 
the flames to the latter building and 
Saved a stock of goods valued at $50.- 
000. The sprinkler system installed in 
the furniture company’s pbuilding whas 
put into operation when the heat be- 
came excessive enough to melt the lead 
of the ceiling piped and undoubtedly 
saved the furniture company’s stock. As 
it was, the damage from water was 
considerabie, but was fully covered by 
insurance. 

In the building occupied by the above- 
named company was a fine gray horse 
which could not be liberated. and which 
pranced about as the flames tried to 
lick their way through’a tin door next 
to the seat of the fire. A fire alarm in 
the bulliding rang the entire time of 
the blaze, and the water from the 
sprinkling syetem kept things very wet 
the ‘whole time. 

Stables Were in Danger. 

Across the street from the frre the 
management of the 
had prepared: to run their whole bunch 
of horses out in case the fire leaped 
across the street and threatened their 
building. In another stable betwéen 
the Orpheum theater and the Atlanta 
Box Factory wag another stable, which 
contained several mules.

BETTER TIMES 
FOR RAILROADS 


Indications Are That Trans- 
portation Business Is Be- 
coming Normal. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 13.—Indications 
are multiplying in all branches _of trade 
that a return of normal business con- 
ditions is rapidly approaching. Railroad 
managers, especially, report a decided 
improvement, and a sharp demand for 
cars for the“transportation of all class- 
es of freight, with the possible excep- 
tion of steel and tron. 

A prominent railway official said to- 
day that while this branch of business 
continued far below normal, !t no doubt 
largely resulted from the faet that the 
railway companies, themselves, were not 
buying material. This state of affairs, 
however, he added, could not possibly 
continue much jonger, and the rallroads 
would shortly be compelled to go into 
the market, and when they did so, the 
demand would be sudden, as well as 
heavy. 

Grand Chief Engineer Stone, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
said today that his reports showed de- 
cided business improvements on the 
railroads throughout the country. Re- 
pair shop forces, he added, had been 
put on full time on practically all 
the railroads, both east and west, and 
many engineers, who have been idle, are 
now returning to work. Mr. Stone de- 
clared the business outlook to be exceed. 
ingly promising.

Mrs. Horner was charged with feloni- 
ous assault. After Justice Hawkins had 
fixed bail at $5,000, Mrs. Simpson, the 
prisoner's daugiter, qualified as bonds- 
mam and secured the release of her 
mother. Justice Hawkins set the hear- 
ing for next Wednesday. 

This second tragedy at the Horner 
homestead is only another chapter in a 
series of unhappy domestic events of the 
last few years. The shooting of Bart- 
ley T. Horner by Dr. Simpson aroused 
tie countryside in December, |905, and 
when the dentist was put om trial his 
wife took the (witness stand against 
him. Mrs. Horner also gave damaging 
testimony against her son-in-law. Dr. 
Simpson was going through the manual 
of arms with a shotgum when ‘the acci- 
dentally shot his father-in-law. 

After the werdict of acquittal Dr. 
Simpson resumed the practice of den- 
tistry. He opened a suite of offices on 
Fifth avenue, New York, but he had 
lost many of his clients, and of late, it 
is said, he has sougnat financial aid.

Samue! Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and in- 
ferentially. the head of three million 
voters of organized labor, affiliated with 
the federation, will support W. J. Bryan 
in the coming campaign. 

In political circles here today, this 
overshadowed all others, 


presidential nominee. Reports 
gained currency that the labor leader 
would speak from the platform during 
the campaign, but he made no such an- 
nouncement. At present it is believed 
there is no need for Mr. Gompers’ serv- 
ices in an oratorical sense. The fe 
publican convention, he asserts, ignored 
the demands of labor, the democrats 
acknowledging them in their platform. 
His course is clear; he will do what is 
demanded of himintheinterest of labor 
best expréssed in the platform adopted 
at Denver. As the situation is at pres- 
ent, Mr. Gompers'’ efforts can be better 
expended elsewhere than on the speak- 
ers’ stand. a 

In his interview with Mr. Bryan, MP. 
Gompers was attended by Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary of the federation, an@ 
James Duncan. also a labor leader. 

“There's the Vice President.” 

The representatives <6f labor and 
Vice Presidential Nominee Kern and 
pariv reached “Bryan Station’ by the 
trolley car. Mr. Bryan, in his fedora 
hat and alpaca coat, was there to greet 
them. 

“Ah, ther® is the vice president,’ obe 
served the leader of the ticket, smiling 
and extending his hanéa. 

What Mr. Kern said in reply was lost 
in the confusion, but h's smile was as- 
suring, as ‘he shook hands vigorously 
With the standard bearer of his party. 

The presidential! and vice presidential 
nominees, arm in arm, led the way to 
Bryan home, followed by Abram 
Simmons, delegate-at-large to the con- 
vention; John E. Osborne, member of 
the state central committee of In- 
diana, and U. §S. Jackson. chairman of 
that committee.

Whisties Give People of 
First Intimation of Fire—Rain 
Falis Just After the Confla- 
gration Was Under Good 
Headway. 


A serious fire proke out in the buiid- 
{ng occupied by the Atlanta Box Fac- 
tory, at the corner of Bartow street 
and the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
last night at |! o'clock, spread to tne 
United Paper Company, seriously 
threatened the Orpheum theater and the 
furniture company of Ford & Johnson. 

The damage is estimated at $50,000, 
the Atlanta Box Factory losing $15,000. 
and A. R. Morgan, grain storage, $2,- 
300. Ford & Johnson Co., Case Thresh-

Engines Start Whistling. 

The fire started about |! o'clock, just 
after Sergeant Foster, of the police de- 
partment, had passed the buildings on 
Marietta street. When ha had gone sev- 
eral biocks, looked back and saw 
dense clouds of smoke floating across 
Marietta street. Several engines on the 
ratiroad at once began to whistle shrilly, 
and the fire department answered. 

The fire had obtained considerable 
headway, and itn addition was fanned 
by a ‘strong southwest bre‘ze,. which 
had sprung up coincident,with the ap- 
pearance of the flames. A slight drizzle 
aiso Started about the same.time,. and. 
soon amounted to a steady downpour, 
and it aided in putting an end to the 
flames. | 

When the department got to 
work the flames had enveloped the en- 
building occupied by the Atlanta 
Box Factory, and the heat made a near 
approach to the scene almost impos- 
sible. The firemen did most of their 
fightine from behind the various brick 
buildings adjacent to those afire. Other- 
wise thelr efforts would have been fu-

Fire Was Very Hot. 

The fire was one of the hottest in 
the history of the city, and but for the 
protection offered by nearby walls, 
which were almost impenetrable, all ef- 
forts to reach the heart of the fire 
would have been of no avail. 

From the Atlanta Box Factory and 
the United Paper Company the fire 
rapidly spread toward the Orpheum the- 
ater, and a more serious fire was threat- 
ened. The fact that the windows had 
recently been bricked up was responsi- 
ble for the safety to the building. The 
wind blew the flames against the Or- 
pheum and caused the window casing on 
the outeide to be burned out. Three 
streams of water played on the fire from 
the building. There was practically no 
damage, with the exception of wet 
scenery and the outside casings. Jack 
Mashburn, property man at the Or- 
nheum, lead a foree of stagé employees 
into the Orpheum after forcing an en- 
trance, and finally got the scenery out 
of the way. 

Freight Cars Destroyed. 

A line of freight cars along the back 
of the burning buildings caught, and 
three or more cars were destroved. 
Others over a hundred yards away were 
Pulled away by switch engines just in 
time for safety. 

All the while the fire wag in progress 
a fire wall separating the Atlanta Rox 
Factory and the Fort & Johnson Fur- 
niture €o., prevented the entrance of 
the flames to the latter building and 
saved a stock of goods valued at $50.- 
000. The sprinkler system installed in 
the furniture company’s pbuilding wns 
put into operation when the heat be- 
came excessive enough to melt the lead 
of the ceiling ors and undoubtedly 
saved the furniture company’s stock. As 
it was, the damage from water was 
eonsiderable, but was fully covered by 
insurance. 

In the bullding occupied by the above- 
named company was a fine gray horse 
which could not be liberated. and which 
pranced about as the flames tried: to 
lick their way through’a tin door next 
to the seat of the fire. A fire alarm in 
the building rang the entire time of 
the blaze, and the water from the 
sprinkling system kept thfngs very wet 
the ‘whole time. 

Stables Were in Danger. 

Across the street from the fire the 


management of the Piedmont stables 


had prepared to run their whole bunch 
of horses out in case the fire leaped 
across the street and threatened their 
building. In another stable betwéen 
the Orpheum theater and the Atlanta 
Box Factory was another stable, which 
contained several] mules.

FOR RAILROADS 


Indications Are That Trans- 
portation Business Is Be- 
coming Normal. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 13.—Indications 
are multiplying in all branches of trade 
that a return of normal business con- 
ditions is rapidly approaching.

Statements from Dr. Simpson and from 
Mrs. Horner as to the circumstances 
attending the shooting disagree. The 
dentist says that he had received word 
that his wife intended to sue him fora 
divorce, and that he went to the Homer 
home talk with 'ner about UL. He 
says he rang the door bell, and upon re- 
ceiving no response, peered through the 
door pane. He saw Mrs. Horner, he 
says, and called to her to open the door. 
Then, Dr. Simpson says, Mrs. Horner 
grabbed up a revolver and shot ‘him, 
The bullet entered his body above the 
abdomen, and he fell back against the 
door sill. A second shot was fired at 
him. he claims, but the bullet went wild. 

Mrs. Horner does not deny that she 
did the shooting, but she claims justifi- 
cation. Through her lawyer, Rowland 
Miles, she said that. Dr, Simpson had 
several times called at the house and 
that his visits were unwelcome. When 
he came today, She says, sbe ordered 
him away, and when he refused to go, 
she took up a revolver and shot at him, 

Woman Released on Baill, 


Horner was charged with feloni- 
ous assault. After Justice Hawkins had 
fixed bail at $5,000, Mrs. Simpson, the 
prisomier’s daugihter, qualified as bonds- 
mam and secured the release of her 
mother. Justice Hawkins set the hear- 
ing for next Wednesday. 

This second tragedy at the Horner 
homestead is only another chapter in a 
series of unhappy domestic events of the 
last few years. The shooting of Bart- 
ley T. Horner by Dr. Simpson aroused 
tue countryside in December, |1905,:and 
when the dentist was put om trial his 
wife took the (witness stand against 
him. Mrs. Horner also gave damaging 
testimony against her son-in-law. Dr. 
Simpson was going through the manual 
of arms with a shotgum when he acci- 
dentally shot his father-in-law. 

After the werdict of acquittal Dr, 
Simpson resumed the practice of den- 
tistry. He opened a suite of offices on 
Fifth avenue, New York, but he had 
lost many of his clients, and of late, it 
is said, he has sought financial aid.

On 
the day the Roosevelt left New York, 
William O. McDoweH, the founder of 
the Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, handed Peary a 
leter from Emily R. Ritchie McLean, 
president ‘general of the society, in 
which she said: 

“May marvelous discovery await you 
and a safe return to the proud and wel- 
coming embrace of your country. We 
trust that the flag we have presented 
to you may be your shield and buckler 
against all disaster and may be the glory 
and the lustres of the patriotic triumph 
we expect you to achieve.” 

The flag occupies a prominent 
on the wall of Peary’s cabin on the 
Roosevelt. Peary also took with him 
the flag which he carried farthest north 
in 1906; a Delta Kappa alumni flag, a 
Princeton banner and several smaller 
emblems.

I am not insensible to the great honor 
of a nomination for president at their 
hands, and nothing on earth would 
give me more pleasure than to speak 
on thig vital question to the people of 
the country, from the commanding po- 
sition of a candidate for president. 

“The one overshadowing question be- 
fore the American people today is a 
clean, intelligent citizenship. If ‘the 
American saloon is not destroyed, it 
will eventually destroy this republic 
through the corrtiption of the people, 
especially in our great cities.

NEGRO IS BOUND OVER 


Statement Made That 
Have Declared Vendetta Against 
Justice Hopkins’ Court. 

Will McDowell, a negro rounder, was 
held in a $500 bond by the recorder yes- 
terday morning for assault with intent 
to murder. He had seriously stabbed 
Bailiff W. H. Mills, of Justice Hop- 

kins’ court, Saturday afternoon. 

Bailiff Mills. who was in court with 
his arms in bandages, stated that he 
arrested McDowell on a warrant, and as 
he was serving the paper the negro 
stabbed thim twice with a dirk. 

McDowell claimed that another negro 
who was assisting the bailiff did the 
stabbing. 

There was a remarkable coincidence 
in connection with the stabbing of Bai- 
liff Mills. He was working in the place 
of Bailiff J. W. Hutchina, of Justice 
Hopkins’ court, Hutchins now being held 
in jail for shooting to death a negro 
whom he attempted to arrest, and who 
tried to cut him with a razor. Mills 
was stabbed at the same hour—4 o'clock 
—on a Saturday afternoon, just exactly 
a month to the day after Hutchins was 
attacked and forced to kil! a negro. 

Bailiff R. M. Bell, of Justice Hopkins’ 
court, says that his life thas also been 
threatened by negroes. He is now the 
oniy bailiff of that court who has not 
had serious trouble with negroes for 
whom there were warants.

Foster Bill Failed to Get 
Necessary Vote 


FrOOK UP WHOLE SESSION 


In Order to Dispose of This Measure 
the Session Was Extended Over 
an Hour—Debate One of 
Session’s Most Hotly 
Contested, 


By a vote of 113 to 24, the house of 
-pepresentatives yesterday morning went 
Bn record as being opposed to the sérv- 
ice pension measure as offered by Mr. 
Foster. of Cobb, and which was de- 
bated throughout the morning. It re- 
quired 122 to pass the constitutional 
amendment. 2:15 the house ad- 
journed to this evening 9 
o'clock. 

Under the terms of this measure, the 
constitution of Georgia is to be amend- 
ed so as to allow for the payment of 
pensions to all confederate veterans and 
their widows, provided § they married 
prior to 1870, and are in possession of 
less than $!.000 in realty and persona! 


property. 

An effort was made to have the wealth 
qualification placed at $!,500, and to al- 
low all veterans enlisting from Georgia 
but serving elsewhere to come under 
this measure, but both were defeated. 

This measure was debated for two 
days last week, and the house was de- 
termined to get through with it during 
the seSsion. For this purpose the ses- 
sion of the day was extended to 2:15, 
when it was completed, with a rol] call, 
and the longest session of the present 
year was recorded.

Candler Fought the Bill. 


Mr. Candler. of Denalb, the “watch 
dog of the treasury,” from ‘bis position 
as chairman of the general appropria- 
tion committee, made the leading speech 
of the day in opposition to the measure 
and pointed out no matter how much 
Georgia might wish to do this kindly 
act to the o!d heroes in gray, it was a 
matter of financial impossibility on ac- 
count of the depleted treasury. He 
showed how the number of veterans and 
widows in the state was over double the 
number now drawing pensions, and de- 
clared if this amendment to the consti- 
lution was ratified and the law passed, 
the pension roll would be doubled and 
the sum to be paid out by the state from 
this source alone would be $2,000,000. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, chairman of the 
committee which reported the measure 
favorably, and Mr. Foster, of Cobb, the 
author of the measure, made the final 
Pleas for the bill before the house be- 
gan to take action on the bill and its 
many amendments. 

When this was undertaken Reading 
Clerk McClatchey was kept busy read- 
ing: ‘“‘Amendments; amendments tothe 
amendment; and amendments to the 
amendments to the amendment,” and so 
on ad infinitum. 

The best parliamentarians in the 
house became misled on these many in- 
Volved questions, and shot question 
after question at Speaker Slaton. who 
shed them with his-usual parliamentary 
é@ase. finally narrowing the measure 
down “as amended,” on which the vote 
recorded was cast. 

Special Order for the Day. 

When the house met at 10 o'clock, 
Mr. Foster called up his bill, the ‘‘spe- 
cial order’’ for the day, and debate was 
immediately begun. Mr. Heard, of 
Dooly, himself a confederate veteran. 
Was the first to address the house, and 
he made a strong plea for the measure. 
When he had concluded, the house broke 
into applauSe and was called sharply to 
order by the speaker, who to!d the mem- 
bers that cheering was out of order and 
the house could not expect the laws to 
be respected which they made if they 
themselves did not respect their own 
rules.

He stated the state wags appro- 
priating all possible, and asked what 
would the legislature ‘‘cut off’ to raise 
this additional $1,000,000, and concluded 
by asking any man to rise and suggest 
‘cut off.’’ 
Mr. Candler was followed by Mr. Wil- 
con, of Gwinnett, himself a confederate 
veteran. tie speaks but seldom, but 
when ‘he does the members gather round, 
the speaker leans over to hear and all| 
listen. for he is one of the most delight- 
ful speakers in the house.

DISFRANCHISEMENT BILL 


WORRYING LEGISLATURE 


When Wilk Measure Go Into Effect? If at Once May, 
Prevent Legal Vote Being Cast in State, 
Savs Mr. Hall. 


Whether the disfranchisement amend- 
ment to the constitution, if ratified in 
October, as its supporters believe § it 
will be, may be suspended going in 
operation until] January |, 1909, is the 
question which is now absorbing the at- 
tention of those who had tke measure 
put up to the people jast year. 

At a meeting of the general judiciary 
committee of the house it was stated 
that in the event the amendment is 
adopted, as it now stands, it will go into 
effect at once, and no one, except those 
who qualify under its provisions, before 
the registrars of the state, can vote in 
the November elections. 

It was further urged that the regis- 
tration machinery of the state is inade- 
quate to take care of the colossal reg- 
istration in Georgia in so short a space 
of time, and this would prevent’ the 
Georgia vote from being cast or may be 
counted in the presidential! election. 

For a Rélief Measure. 


This measure took up the entire ses- 
tion of the committee, when it was de- 
length, finally referring the 
matter to a specfal committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Covington of Colquitt, 
Perry of Hall, and Alexander of De- 
Kalb, to investigate and report a re- 
lief méasure at the next session of the 
committee, Wednesday afternoon. 

Representative Slade, of Muscogee, 
early this session introduced a measure 
to have the effect of the proposed 
amendment become operative on and 
after January !, 1909. It was referred 
to the general judiciary committee, and 
there it was turned down on the 
Geciaration that a constitutional amend- 
ment cannot be amended by a statute. 
In the house it was so reported, and 
an effort was made to disagree to the 
report of the committee, but this failed, 
and it was rereferred to the genera! 
judiciary committee. 

When Mr. Alexander, of DeKalh, who

volunteered to appear as sponsor ‘or 
the measure, took the floor in its behalf 
the storm -of objection brokue out, and 
it was declared that the disfranchise- 
ment matter had passed from the hands 
of the legislature when ‘it had been 
passed by a two-thirds vote and had 
been signed by the governor. 
Might Prevent Legal Vote. 


Mr. Hall suggested that by a two- 
thirds vote of both ‘houses it might be 
fecalled, but this did not suit the com- 
mittee. Mr. Hall declared that if it 
went into effect. when ratified, it would 
probably prevent a legal vote being cast 
in Georgia, for the registration lists 
could not be perfected so as to have 
voters qualify under its provisions, and 
if it was suspended until January Il, 
there was grave probability of the Geor- 
gia vote being cast out on the general 
election. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, chairman of the 
constitutional amendment committee, 
doubted the constitutionality of any act 
which sought to amend the pending 
amendment, now that it has passed 
from the genera! assembly. 

Mr. Aléxander asked the indulgence 
of the committee for fifteen minutes, 
during which time he would prepare a 
substitute to cover the question, but at 
the end of that time asked the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate 
and report. 

Mr. Biackburn, of Fulton, an advocate 
of the disfranchisement measure, de+- 
clared that he thought a statute to set 
the time when the law was to go into 
effect was gut of place, and would not 
do. He deciared that any such action 
would jeorpardize the disfranchisement 
amendment. He declared that a resolu- 
tion asking the governor to put the date 
for the amendment to go into effect in 
his proclamation, soon to be tssued, 
weuld be the oniv safe way to handie 
the delicate situation.

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VIEWS OF WILLIAM J. BRYAN 
REGARDING THE PRESIDENCY 


13.—William a. 
the democratic nominee 
has written an article en- 
titled “‘My Conception of the Prest- 
dency,’ for the July 18 issue of Col- 
lier’'s Weekly. 

Mr. Bryan says: 

“The president's good or 
harm is often over-astimated. Our gov- 
ernment is a government of checks and 
balances; power is distributed among 
different departments. and each offi- 
cla] works In cooperation with others. 
In the making of laws, for instance, the 
president joins witn the senate and the 
house; he may recommend, but he is 
powerless to jegislate, except as a ma- 
jority of the senate and the house con- 
cur with kim. The senate and the 
house are also independent ef each 
other, and ¢ach having a veto over the 
other; and the president has a veto 
over both, except that ther senate and 
the house can, by a two-thirds vote, 
override the president's veto. The in- 
fluence of the president over legislation 
is. therefore, limited; he shares responr- 
sibility with a large number of the peo- 
ples’ representatives. 

“Even in the enforcement of law he 
is hedged about with restrictions. He 
acts through an attorney general (whose 
appointment must be approved by the 
senate) and offenders against the law 
must be prosecuted in the courts, 80 
that here again the responsibility is di- 
vided. In the making of important ap- 
pointments, too. he must consult the 
senate, and is, of necessity, compelled 
to exercise care and discretion. 

“The most important requisite in a 
president, as in other officials, is that 
his sympathy shall be with the whole 
people, rather than with any fraction of 
the population. He is constantly cail- 
ed upon to act in the capacity of a 
judge, deciding between the. importuni- 
ties of those who seek favors and 
the rights and interests of the public. 
Unless his sympathies are right the few 
are sure to have an advantage over the 
many, for the masses have no one to 
present their claims. They act only. at 
elections: and must trust to their repre- 
sentatives to protect them from all 
their foes, 

“Second, the president must have.a 
knowledge of public questions and the 
ability to discern petween the true and 
the false; he must be able to analyze the 
conditions and to detect the sophistries 
that are always employed by those who 
seek unfair advantages. 

“He must possess the moral courage 
to stand against the influences that are 
brought to bear in favor of specia] in- 
In fact. the quality of moral

must be open to conviction. The presi- 
dent is committed by his platform io 
certain policies, and the platform !8 
binding; he is also committed to cere 
tain principles of government, and thes¢ 
he is in duty bound to apply in all mats 
ters that come before him. 

“But there is a wide zone in which he 
must act upon his own judgment, and 
here he ought to have the aid of in- 
telligent, congcientious and faithful ad- 
visers. The law provides these to cer- 
tain extent in giving him a cabinet, and 
the vice président ought to be made a 
Member of the cabinet ex-officio, in or- 
der, first, that the president may have 
the benetit of his wisdom and knowi- 
edge affairs: and, second that the 
Vice president may be better prepared 
to take up the work of the president 
in caSe of a vacancy in the presiden- 
tial office There ought to be cordial 
relations also between the president and 
those who occuy positions of influence 
in the coordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment, for our government is not a 
but a government 
in which the chosen representatives of 
the people labor toget to give ex- 
pression to the will of the voters. 

“But the presidency is the highest po- 
sition in the worid, and its occupant is 
an important factor in all national mat- 
ters.

HIGHEST OF YEAR 


Increased Demand for Stocks 


Has Influence, 


Fine Outlook for Business and In- 
dustry Is the Encouraging 
News Reported — Time 
Money Market Was 
Firmer. 


New York, July !8.—The stock mar- 
ket gave evidence today of the relief af- 
forded by the sales to take profits in 
the latter part of last week, that pro- 
ceSs apparently having been completed. 
The contraction in the volume of the 
dealings was a warning of the lapse of 
Operations further Into professional 
hands, with this completion of a cus- 
tomary cycle of a speculative episode. 
While the market was narrow there 
Was a perceptible growth of demand for 
Stocks from .new sources, with the ef- 
fect of keeping the tone firm to etrong. 
Last week's events in the financia! dis- 
trict had a cheering effect on the gen- 
eral business and !ndustry of the coun- 
try, and this was reflected back today 
in the encouraging views of the outlook 
for business and industry. Even a 
broad securities market showed the in- 
fluence of the improvement reported 
last week in Wall street. How far this 
influence might be responsible for the 
Erowth of the buying orders for stocks 
received in New York today was not al- 
together clear, but the concrete fact of 
Such buying was testified to by foreign 
commission houses Some of this was 
under suspicion of a demand from 
shorts left uncovered by some heavy 
Selling here last week and executed in 
this round- about fashion for the purpose 
of disguising its origin. This buying 
was especially prominent in Union Pa- 
cfle and United States Steel, and re- 
ports cahled from London asserted that 
continental centers Were sending orders 
for the latter stock to the London mar- 
Kei, The effect was to carry the price 
of United States Steel to the highest 
touched eo far this year. 

The Time money market was firmer 
ag a result of some large transactions 
in execution and in prospect. The sub- 
treasury's debit ee of $3.423,288 
at the clearing house ‘flected some 
large disbursements on nena of gov- 
ernment expenditures as well as heayvv 
redemption of bank notes and payments 
On account of new gold from Seattle.

J, E. DEVAUGHN PASSES AWAY. 


Death Has Called Pioneer Citizen of 


Montezuma. 

Mon*®ezuma, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
J. E, DeVaughn died at his home in 
this city at 1:40 a. m. today after suf- 
fering for three weeks with a complica- 
tion of troubles. 

General DeVaughn was one of the 
wealthiest and most influential men in 
this section Georgia, and his death 
has cast a shadow of sorrow over this 
entire community. 

He wag born near Jonesboro, in Clay- 
ton county, sixiy-eight years ago. 

In the early stages of the war be- 
tween the states he volunteered his ser- 
vices his country, and was elected 
first lieutenant Second cavalry, Whar- 
ton’s brigade. He was captured by the 
enemy, and for nearly two vears was 
held a.pri¢oner on Johnson's island, 
after which he was promoted to cap- 
tain company F, Second Georgia 
cavalry, which title he held until the 
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close of the war, when he received his 
honorable discharge. 

Two years ago he was elected briga- 
dier general of the western division of 
Georgia, and at the time of his death 
was a member of Governor Hoke 
Smith's military staff, being recom- 
mended for this place by General Clem- 
ent A. Evans, 

Mr. DeVaughn came to Montezuma 
in 1866, when he married Miss Sallie 
V. McLendon. Nine children were born 
them, five of whom are now living. 
1883 his wife died, and in 1884 he 
married Miss Mary &. Porter, of Grif- 
fin, who survives him. 

Mr. DeVaughn had aceumulated a con- 
elderable fortune in his days, and owned 
large plantations in nearly every state 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. He 
had been yery successful as a farmer 
and merchant. 

The remains. were Interred in Felton’s 
cemetery at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
the funeral being conducted from the 
Baptist church, In charge of the Macon 
County Camp, United Confederate Vet- 
erans. 

He was buried In his confederate uni- 
form, which he wore at the recent re- 
union in Birmingham.

House of Street Car 
Company.

One of the big rotaries of the power 
house of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, on Butler street, and 
filled the large building with a dense 
smoke.
